Dear Paul, 

I'm grateful for the loan of the book, the Slvarez article and the 
suggestions® I'm leaving for NYC in the a«m. and I'll read these en route® 

What I’o\ trying to do with the CES (and similar) things is apply 

intellectual judo. When you and Hal are together I'd appreciate it if you 
talk it over and see if you have some suggestions. However, I'd rather you 
kept it to yourselves.
